Dear General Walters: 


Last night at Wolf Trap was a very pleasant evening 
highlighted both by having a son graduate from Langley 
High School and by your very excellent address. 

This brings me to a request I would like to make of 
you. I edit an internal OTS quarterly publication, the 
primary purpose of which is to keep our Field technical 
officers informed of personnel actions and technical de- 
velopraents . Much of the periodical consists of contri- 
butions from the troops. 

Two articles submitted for consideration for the 
next issue (drafts due this month), both by oldtimers, 
are introspective and say in essence -- regardless of 
what you read or hear, our job is important, let's get on 
with it. I feel that these two individuals are reacting 
to others around them, particularly younger officers, who 
are full of doubts. 


In short, I feel that the troops, and "Tech Topics" 
would benefit from a message from you putting the Agency 
predicament in the present situation into perspective, 
much as you did at Wolf Trap last night.
